\lilcimr.n Fhsn Defends IhP Folicy of lilt 


KeHnlutlon. 


A reporter called upon James J. Finn 


pesUjrday to find out what he had to say in 
relation to an interview hnd with City At- 
:orney McDonald, and that appeared in 
Wednesday 
morning's KKVIKW. It was 


Alderman Finn who introduced the resolu- 
tion Instructing the city attorney to tiring 
suit against the Illinois Central for its re 
fusol to build an adequate depot and to put 
up tbe number of nates at street erodings 
required by ordinnnce. It will be remem- 
bered that the city attorney's fust inquiry 
was, why not bting s-uit iigainst the rail- 
roads? lie pointed out that tlie Central i 
the only road in the city that has any hind 
of a passenger depot, 
implying lo this Mr. 


Finn said: 


"Any suit llial is to bo brought must be 


based on notice that ha* been given tin 
railroads. This suit is based on a notici 
that was served on the Illinois Central 
some time iu July, 18SS. At tint lime 
notices were served on all tho railroads. 
Hut the Wabasli was then in the hands of n 
receiver. It has since Rot out of the re- 
ceiver's lia:uU and been entirely reorgan- 
ized, so Ihat no notice has been served 01 
the present Wabasli company, and hence it 
is not Table for any damages. 
In order Ii 


bring suit against the Wabasli we must 
first serve notice on il and llien give the 
statutory time to allow the erection of a 
depot. The resolution 
which I offered 


Monday night did not order a suit against 
the I. D. & W. for the reason thai that 
road is now in the hands of a receiver. It 
has also become a different corporation 
since notice was served on it in July, It 
At that time it was known as the I. I). & S 
Now it is known under a different name, 
and is also in a receiver's hands." 


"With regard to the T., 11. & I'., and Hit 


!'., 1). it K., I will say Ihat they have nu 
tracks in the city of Decatur. They conn 
into our city over tlie Illinois Central track 
and for this very reason ills very doubtt'ii 
that the city has any such jurisdiction over 
them as could compel them to build adeput 
At any rate a suit aeainst them would raisi 
a complicated question of law, the issue < 
which would be very doubtful for the city. 
This is not the style of legal proceedings 
we wished to begin with. So you will set 
that, in safety, we can begin only again*1 


thu Central. 


Mr. Finn was next asked about our abil 


ity to make out a case against tlie Central 
He replied thai our case against that roai 
is a good one. He further went on to say 
"Tlie fact that some of the Central's train- 
come into the city at a time when the dcpo 
is not crowded, does not rid it of responsi 
bllity. Many passengers off the Centra 
havj to wait for other trains at the depot 
and passengers off other trains have ti 
wait at the depot for a train on the Central 
Now these people who have lo wait betwcei 
trains are entitled to suitable accoinnioda 
tions. Those who wait for a Central trail 
hav« not these accommodations because tha 
road has leased its depot facilities to olhc 
railways. Any number of such instance:- 
may be produced when tlie case comes t( 
trial, and again, there can ho no donb 
about llio city's right of recovery in tin 
matter of gales. Without having given tin 
matter thorough investigation, I should saj 
that these may be combined, so that tin 
lighl to recover will b-j made doubly smv.' 


"But Mr. Jeffrey has already reeogniseet 


the fact that a new depot is required at DC 
catur.
